New Offensive. 


This new offensive stroke fol- 
lowed by a day the disclosure 
from headquarters of Admiral 
Nimitz that a strategic Pacific 
conference had been held at Pear] 
Harbor headquarters recently. It 
was attended by Admiral Ernest 
J. King, commander in chief of 
the U. S, fleet; Admiral William 
F. Halsey, commander of the South 
Pacific force, and Admiral Nimitz, 


Wake Island is approximately 
2,000 miles west of the Hawaiian 
Islands. 


This assault on Wake, immor- 
talized in the first weeks of the 
war by the heroic 16-day stand by 
a Marine garrison of 378 officers 
and men, was the second Navy 
task force attack on the island

Admiral Montgomery’s raid was | 
the third punch delivered against | 
the enemy’s Pacific perimeter out- | 
posts in six weeks.

A similar 
task force bombed and strafed the 
Gilbert islands and Nauru island, 
west of the Gilberts, September

“Ship Bombardment.” 


The statement in the commu- 
nique that the enemy forces on 
Wake were subjected to “ship 
bombardment,” indicates that the 
third in the present series of Pa. | 
cific raids probably was heavier 
and iflicted greater damage than 
the previous destructive attacks on 
Marcus and the Gilberts. 


The cor.munique did not specify 
the type of warships used. It is 
probable, however, that one or 
more cruisers was employed to 
shatter the enemy’s barracks and 
defense positions with heavy 
shells. 


Two cruisers were included in 
Admiral Halsey’s force which 
shelled Wake in February, 1942. | 
Shelling of Marcus island and the 
Gilberts was not attempted in 
those raids. In those attacks, how- 
ever, pilots of carrier-borne bomb- 
ers found the enemy was unable 
to offer any effective defense 
after the initial bombing attacks. 

No enemy fighter interception 
was encountered by our carrier 
planes in either the Marcus or 
Gilbert raids, although land based 
heavy bombers which later at- 
tacked Tarawa, one of the Gilbert 
islands, had to fight off pursuing 
Zeros.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—(4)—The 
right of The Associated Press | 
membership to pass upon the ad- 
mission of applicants was upheld 
today by a decision of the federal 
district.court here. The court, how- 
ever, directed that the by-laws of 
The Associated Press shall be 
changed to prevent a member in| 
the same field (morning, evening 
or Sunday in the same city) from 
presenting any bar to the election 
in such field. 

Other points in the decision: | 

1. Purchase by The Associated 
Press of Wide World photos from 
The New York Times does not vio- 
late the anti-trust laws as charged 
by the government. 

2. The exclusive news exchange 
contract with the Canadian press, 
provided the by-laws are changed 
as directed, would not be in viola- 
tion of law. 

3. Also, if the by-laws are 
changed, as ordered, the exclusiv- 
ity of local news of spontaneous 
origin which members now furnish 
The Associated ‘Press as an obli- | 
gation of membership. would be 
within the law. |

_ and permit the French fleet to be 

surrendered to Germany, the 
French government will perma- 
nently lose the friendship and 
good will of the government of 
“the United States.” 

Biddle replied the next day, re- 
laying the first of many French 


with the United States govern- 
ment. Any such agreement with 
Germany, he said, “would perma- 
nently remove any chance that 
this government would. be dispos- 
ed to give any assistance to the 
French people in their distress, 
and would create a wave of bitter 
indignation against France on the 
part of American public opinion. 

“If France pursued such a pol- 
icy ... the United States could 
make no effort when the appro- 
priate time came to exercise its 
influence to insure to France the 
retention of her overseas posses- 
sions.” 

The documents indicate that the 
French maintained an attitude of 
pained surprise that the United 
States would question their de- 
clared purpose of keeping the 
fleet out of German hands.

Braving the perils of wartime 
travel abroad, the 70-year-old 
white-bearded statesman is travel- 
ing as a private citizen on his own 
responsibility. 

Return Permitted. 

The State Department has 
merely granted him permission to 
return as near as possible to his 
native land under existing ‘mili- 
tary conditions there. In applying 
for permission to leave, he ex- 
plained that he felt it his duty to 
join his people as quickly as pos- 
sible in the struggle against the 
Nazis. 

It is understood that after stop- 
ping off in London, where he will 
confer with other Italian anti-Fas- 
cist exiles, he will proceed first 
of all to Sicily. 

In an exclusive interview with 
this writer before his departure, 
Count Sforza said he hopes to be 
able to organize a coalition of the 
various Italian anti-Fascist politi- 
cal parties for the fullest possible 
prosecution of the war against 
Germany. 

He explained that the coalition 
he envisions probably would take 
the form of a national committee 
organized independently of the 
Badoglio government but collab- 
orating with it in a unified effort 
to drive the Nazis out of Italy. 


To Work for Unity. 

Sforza declared that “under no 
circumstances” would he actually 
join the Badoglio government or 
cabinet in any official capacity but 
that he cgnsiders a “political 
truce” essential to ‘achiows the 
kind of unity essential to victory.” 

He emphasized that he considers 
the most important task confront- 
ing Italy today is the defeat of 
Germany and that all questions 
regarding the status of the mon- 
archy and the Badoglio regime 
should be adjourned until after 
the military task is finished,

The successful Atlanta business 
executive and outstanding Geor- 
gian accepted temporary appoint- 
ment as Georgia’s new director 
of corrections yesterday -in an an- 
nouncement that surprised even 
the closest of Governor Arnall’s 
friends. 

Moore will donate his services 
to the state as a public service— 
declining to accept the $7,000 an- 
nual salary authorized by the spe- 
cial session of the legislature 
which inaugurated the prison re- 
form program. 

Survey of Prisons. 

“We will start in immediately 
to have surveys made of all state 
prisons,” Moore told The Consti- 
tution. “We will have surveys 
made of all the agricultural faci- 
lities, all industrial facilities, all 
machinery and equipment. We 
will have surveys made of all state 
highway prison camps, and after 
this the county prison camps will 
be surveyed. 

“After these studies are made, 


| we will put in a definite construc- 


tive program of prison reform. We 
will try our best to put Georgia’s 
prison system on a humane, in- 
telligent business basis,” the new 
director said. 

The new corrections system will 
be set up by experts. Moore said 
he would bring in various experts 
from the University System and 
elsewhere to establish new agri- 
cultural and industrial machinery 
at the state prison. 

Mills for Tattnall. 

Lately becoming interested in 
developing progressive agricul- 
tural projects, Moore indicated he 
would place a grist mill and flour 
mil] at Tattnall prison. He is a 
successful operator of both types 
mills in his own private business. 

The business executive pointed 
out that any industrial or agri- 
vultural projects established at 
Tattnall would not compete on the 
open market with free enterprise. 
Prison-made products will be used 
by state institutions, he added.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—(?)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion today set maximum prices for 
apples for home _ consumption, 
with levels at a national retail 
average of between 10 and 11 
cents a pound for the season. 

The retail October level, the 
lowest of the season, will average 
about 9% cents, the agency said, 
or approximately one cent a 
pound under the going price.

German broadcasts were more 
cautious.

The Red army’s lines now are 
longer than at any time: since it 
began counterattacking the Ger- 
mans. The Russians are not ones 
to extend lines too far, especially 
with winter nearing. 


Repair Work Needed, 


Consolidation means a_ great! 
amount of repair. There are hun- 
dreds of miles of railways to get 
into shape. Hundreds of bridges 
were destroyed by the Germans. 
Dirt roads, now mud, must be re- 
paired. 

In every town and village water 
supply systems, electric light 
plants, telephone networks and 
buildings wrecked by the retreat- 
ing Germans must be put back 
into shape. 

Only a few weeks remain to ac- 
complish this task before snow 
begins to fall. 

The Dnieper now has been 
reached along a broad front. It 
can be held. White Russia has 
been entered. The great German 
garrisons on the central front have 
been smashed, The enemy is fur- 
ther away from Moscow than at 
any time in two years. 

If there was ever a time to con- 
solidate and prepare for winter 
operations—which every indica- 
tion leads one to believe will be 
on a huge scale—now is it.

“Your committeee is of the opin- 
ion. that, if these 3,000,000 tons are 
fully mobilized for military use 
rather than dissipated on peace- 
time commerce, and second, if 
plans are executed to pack every 
ship to the last pound and the last 
cubic foot, our shipping windfall 
can deliver the decisive blow in 
Europe this year,” it continued. 

In the report submitted to the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee 
after a study of the nation’s mo- 
bilization of its shipping re- 
sources, the subcommitee headed 
by Senator Kilgore, Democrat, 
West Virginia, also struck at de- 
mands that more shipping be allo- 
cated to supplying the Pacific war 
theaters. 

“To divert ships from the Euro- 
pean theater now would choke 
off our greatest offensive in mid- 
stream,” it declared. ‘“‘Today, with 
our military shipping divided al- 
most evenly between the Pacific 
and Atlantic, we can conduct only 
limited operations against the Jap- 
anese while mounting a major of- 
fensive in Europe.” 

Urg@ No Diversion. 

It also would be “suicidal,” the 
subcommittee asserted, to divert 
any shipping facilities to civilian 
trade although demands have 
been growing for moving of such 
items as gold mine machinery and 
luxury goods.for the South Amer- 
ican and South African trade. 

The report said ‘“‘ships allocated 
to the Army on the North Africa 
run have averaged between 20 
and 30 per cent of unused weight 
capacity, and have frequently run 
from 30 to 50 per cent of unused 
space capacity.” 

Unified control of all military 
shipping, including movement of 
cargoes from factories to piers, 
would result in a 15 to 25 per cent 
space saving, the report con- 
cluded.

Man in Custody 
Said Whipped 


ALBANY, Ga., Oct. 6.—(4)— 
Sheriff M. Claude Screws, of ru- 
ral Baker county told a federal 
jury today that he struck a Ne- 
gro prisoner and ordered him 
blackjacked after the ronan poked 
a shotgun at him and cursed. 

The sheriff, a deputy and a 
Newton, Ga., policeman are on 
trial._on charges they violated 
civil liberties statutes. The Ne- 
gro, Robert Hall, died as a result 
of a beating. 

“I told Bobby (Hall) to get out 
of the car,” the sheriff testified. 
“He seemed to take his time and 
1 saw the barrel of a shotgun 
coming out of the car ahead of 
him, I knocked the gun up and 
it was discharged. 

“Bobby said, ‘You damn white 
‘‘gson ...’ But I didn’t hear the 
end of what he started to say.” 

Screws said he hit Hall with his 
fists and then told Newton Po- 
liceman Frank E. Jones, who had 
a blackjack, to strike him. Jones 
hit Hall twice and he fell to the 
ground “and we did not, hit him 
any more.” 

The government charged that 
Screws, Jones and Special Deputy 
Jim Bob Kelley were responsible 
for the death of Hall after they 
arrested him on a charge of steal- 
ing an automobile tire. 

Sheriff Screws asserted he told 
Jones and Kelley to put Hall in 
the jail. When they came to his 
office, Screws said Jones told him 
Hall was in a “pretty bad shape.” 

“I called the hospital for an am- 
bulance and called Dr. Barnett 
(Dr. J. M. Barnett, of Albany) 
and told him to take care of the 
Negro and send me the bill.” 

In previous testimony, it was 
stated that Hall died in a hospital 
January 30, shortly after he was 
brought in, his skull fractured, his 
body seared with “friction burns.” 

The sheriff asserted he “thhed no 
hard feelings against the Negro” 
and denied ever saying, aS a gov- 
ernment witness stated, that “that 
damn Negro has lived long 
enough.” | 

Screws wore dark glasses and 
used a large reading glass to ex- 


amine documents handed him. He 
was partially blinded by a wound 
sustained this spring when he was 
shot in an argument. 

Jones testified that statements 
made by a government witness 
that the Negro was whipped 
“when he started talking about 


making bail” were false. 

James P. Willingham testified to 
that earlier today, and said Jones 
told him “‘we did a good job.” 

Willingham, a former resident 
of Newton, was carried into the 
courtroom on a stretcher, having 
recently been confined to a hos- 
pital.

Coal, ground 
to a powder finer than flour, is 
blown into the furnaces. It burns 
so thoroughly there is no cinder, 
no ash content left. 

So far has engineering advanced 
that today one pound of coal will 
produce one kilowatt hour of' elec- 
tricity. Twenty years ago six to 


20 pounds of coal were required. 


to produce one kilowatt hour of 
power, and even 10 years ago 
three pounds were needed. 


Saving in Coal. 


Thus, while the plant uses 28 
carloads of coal per day, it uses 
from 56 to 112 carloads less than 
would have been required a few 
years ago. The plant can switch 
within a few minutes from coal 
to either gas or oil. 

The plant was built under the 
supervision of the company’s: con- 
struction unit, headed by B. F. 
Colmer, resident construction su- 
perintendent, and J. T. Hanie, civil 
engineer. 


Planning for the plant began 5,

London Has Earliest 


Alarm, 8ut No Bombs. 


LONDON, Oct. 6.—(#)—London 
had its earliest after-dark air raid 
alarm of this fall tonight with the 
sirens screaming for more than an 
hour as a smal] number of enemy 


crossing the southeast coast. 

Enemy planes over the Thames 
estuary brought antiaircraft gun- 
fire at intervals. There were no 
reports of any bombs falling in 
that area, however. 
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The leader of this new force, 
which has teamed up with RAF 
Spitfires to give the. Allies a pow- 
erful new bombing arm for beat- 
ing an invasion path across Eu- 
rope, is Colonel Samuel Anderson, 
of Greensboro, N. C. 

In an interview today reviewing 
the first two and a half months 
o° activity of the B-26s in this 
theater, Colonel Anderson said 
that the Nazis already had been 
forced to evacuate a larger num- 
ber of key fighter bases in west- 
ern France, and that service had 
been disrupted at many others 
serving as main springboards for 
defense against Allied 
bombers. 


Efficiency Lowered. 


While the exact number of fields 
knocked out of operation cannot 
be told for military reasons, Colo- 
nel Anderson said that “the ef- 
ficiency of the German operational 
units has been appreciably low- 
ered by our steady bombing, 
which is keeping them on the 
run.” ' 


“It has been proved by experi- 
ence that enemy fighter units can 
be forced to abandon airdromes,” 
said Colonel Anderson, “and that 
is what we are doing—not so 
much by bombing landing fields, 
which can be repaired, but by 
wrecking permanent installations 
such as barracks, hangars, ma- 
chine shops and radio control fa- 
cilities.” 

During the last week alone it 
was disclosed that three air fields 
were knocked off the Marauder 
target list. Colonel Anderson 
pointed to this as evidence that 
the Marauder crews are rapidly 
improving their technique. 

Among the key airdromes which 
have been hammered hardest is 
the one at Abbeville, home of the 
famed “Abbeville Kids” of Her- 
mann Goering’s yellow nose 
squadron which bomber crews 
have found especially tough. 


The more Nazis that can be 
kicked around by the Marauders, 
Colonel Anderson explained, the 
easier it becomes for their big 
brothers, Flying Fortresses and 
RAF Lancasters, to penetrate deep- 
er into the heart of Germany. 

Combat Experience. 

Meanwhile, he said, the B-26 
crews are building up valuable 
combat experience for the time 
when the tactics will change into 
direct support of ground opera- 
tions.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6—(4)— 
East coast petroleum prospects for 
this winter, a house committee 
reported yesterday, are “little, if 
any, better than last winter.” 

A naval affairs subcommittee 
investigating the petroleum situ- 
ation told the house that “fore- 
casts made by the Petroleum Ad- 
ministration for War (PAW) §in- 
dicate the shortages of fuel oil 
and gasoline in the east during 
the balance of. this year will be 
so real that civilian use may have 
to be curtailed further.” 


“Inventories are not being built | 


up at the present time,” the re- 


port added, “and it is difficult to | 
see how the situation will progress | 


very far beyond the hand-to-mouth 
stage for some time to come,” 


The committee, headed by Rep- | 


resentative Rivers, Democrat, 
South Carolina, commended 
achievements of the railroads in 
meeting the crisis precipitated by 
the loss of tanker service when 
the war began. 

“Great credit is due the rail- 
roads and the Office of- Defense 
Transportation (ODT), which has 
guided and co-ordinated their ac- 
tivities 
ion,” the report said. 

More than 70,000 tank. cars 
have been frozen into the eastern 
service, the committee reported, 
and a maximum use has been 
made of inland waterways. 

The report also noted that pe- 
troleum reserves in New York 
state declined from 65,000,000 
barrels in 1940 to 34,000,000 at 
the end of 1942. 

Discussing the proposed pipe 
line from Mississippi’s Tinsley oil 
field to the Chesapeake Bay area, 
the report stated that the line 
should have been constructed in 
1942 so that it could have been 
an important factor in relieving 
petroleum shortages in the east.

HAVANA, Oct. 6—(#)—The 
Cuban government today seized 
the $12,000,000 distillery and 
brewery of the Bacardi company 
at Santiago, Cuba, as-a result of 
the company’s failure to raise 
salaries of more than 1,000 em- 
ployes. 

It was the second time in three 
days that an industrial plant has 
been taken over. Monday the 
government seized the Tinguaro 
mill of the Cuban-American Su- 
gar Company because the com- 
pany had failed to repair $1,000,- 
000 of damage done in a fire last 
January 22, so the mill could op- 
erate during the season starting 
next January. 

The sugar mill is owned by 
capital from the United States. 
The Bacardi company has operat- 
ed for 81 years as an exclusively 
Cuban -company.

Grady, who for a number of years 
was editor of The Constitution, 
and whose silvery-tongued oratory 
gained for him a nation-wide repu- 
tation in the late 80's. 

The picture and display of 
Grady was painted by Horace 
Bradley, for Mary E. Bryan, a 
Constitution special feature writ- 


er, and among the first southern 
women to enter the journalistic 
field. This portrait hung over 
her desk until she died. Comple- 
menting the oil painting, is a small 
bust of the orator-journalist. 

Occupying a prominent position 
in the exhibition is a large oval 
picture of Joel Chandler Harris, 
who created the beloved Uncle 
Remus stories for The Constitu- 
tion. The demand for these dia- 
lect sketches came as a result of 
the work of Sam W. Small, writer 
of “Old Si” dialect stories. A like- 
ness of Sam Small, with drooping 
side mustaches, does not show 
much of the dry humor for which 
he was noted. 

First Poet Laureate. 


An original poem in the hand- 
writing of Frank L. Stan- 
ton, the first poet laureate of 
Georgia, and two photos of: the 
renowned Georgian, create their 
own sphere of interest in the dis- 
play. Stanton came to The Con- 
stitution shortly before Henry 
Grady’s death, and remained un- 
til he died in 1927. 

Georgia's frist state historian, 
Lucien Lamar Knight, has his 
place among the notables, as has 
Mrs. William King, an early popu- 
lar woman columnist who wrote 
the “Aunt Susie’ column, Mrs.

Herman L. Turner and N. D. Eu- 
bank to receive final instructions 
for activity in the $1,294,670 com- 
bined effort of the Atlanta Com- 
munity Fund and the National 
War Fund. 

A combined meeting last night 
sent three important groups into 
full action: the office buildings di- 
vision, the business division, and 
the counties division—this latter 
group to work in the outlying 
areas of the four counties includ- 
ed in the drive area. 

Leaders Well Known. 

James V. Carmichael, Cobb 
county citizen well known in state

To prepare Georgia for a gigan- 
tic housing program after the 
war, Secretary of Treasury 
George B. Hamilton, state housing 
director, has obtained a federal 


appropriation of $15,000 to help 
finance a survey immediately of 


housing needs. 


“We have housing funds total- 


ing four million dollars frozen in 
the three regional housing dis- 
tricts of Georgia,” Hamilton said. 
‘“‘We are unabe to use this money 
because the war has cut off con- 
struction work. After the war.we 
hope to spend $75,000,000 on rural 
housing alone, to say nothing of 
urban and suburban projects.” 

Before construction can be 
started, the actual tenant must 
be selected, Hamilton explained. 
He said he did not want Georgia 
to wait until after the war to do 
this detail work and thereby de- 
lay its housing program. 

Explaining the urgent need for 
surveys now for postwar build- 
ing, Hamilton obtained federal 
appropriations of $5,000 for each 
of Georgia’s three housing dis- 
tricts. 

Georgia is believed to be the 
first state to receive such funds 
for purpose of surveying now for 
postwar needs. 


Hamilton said he also is at- 
tempting to obtain an appropria- 
tion from the state to match the 
federal funds for the _ survey, 
which would put Georgia in posi- 
tion to participate in housing pro- 
grams to the fullest extent. 

Georgia has spent between $40,- 
000,000 and $50,000,000 on hous- 
ing projects since the construction 
program started in 1939, the di- 
rector said. This is an average 
of about $12,000,000 a year. Ham- 
ilton predicts postwar housing 


spending will go well above this | 


annual figure. 

“Tl believe housing—rural, sub- 
urban, public and private—will 
be the biggest government activ- 
ity after the war,” he declared. 
“Home construction will help 
cushion the unemployment prob- 
lem in the change over from war 
production to peacetime produc- 
tion. Adequate housing has prov- 
en itself a vital need for a strong 
nation.” 

In the past Georgia has been in 
the forefront in public housing, 
Hamilton continued. It should 
lead in the future. Hamilton said

To prepare Georgia for a gigan- 
tic housing program after the 
war, Secretary of Treasury 
George B. Hamilton, state housing 
director, has obtained a federal 
appropriation of $15,000 to help 
finance a survey immediately of 
housing needs. 

“We have housing funds total- 
ing four million dollars frozen in 
the three regional housing dis- 
tricts of Georgia,” Hamilton said. 
‘“‘We are unabe to use this money 
because the war has cut off con- 
struction work. After the war.we 
hope to spend $75,000,000 on rural 
housing alone, to say nothing of 
urban and -suburban projects.” 

Before construction can be 
started, the actual tenant must 
be selected, Hamilton explained. 
He said he did not want Georgia 
to wait until after the war to do 
this detail work and thereby de- 
lay its housing program. 

Explaining the urgent need for 
surveys now for postwar build- 
ing, Hamilton obtained federal 
appropriations of $5,000 for each 
of Georgia’s three housing dis- 
tricts. 

Georgia is believed to be the 
first state to receive such funds 
for purpose of surveying now for 


postwar needs. 


Hamilton said he also is at- 
tempting to obtain an appropria- 
tion from the state to match the 
federal funds for the _ survey, | 
which would put Georgia in posi- 
tion to participate in housing pro- 
grams to the fullest extent. 

Georgia has spent between $40,- 
000,000 and $50,000,000 on hous- 
ing projects since the construction 
program started in 1939, the di- 
rector said. This is an average 
of about $12,000,000 a year. Ham- 
ilton predicts postwar housing 
spending will go well above this | 
annual figure. 

“I believe housing—rural, sub- 
urban, public and private—will 
be the biggest government activ- 
ity after the war,” he declared. 
“Home construction will help 
cushion the unemployment prob- 
lem in the change over from war 
production to peacetime produc- 
tion. Adequate housing has prov- 
en itself a vital need for a strong 
nation.” 

In the past Georgia has been in 
the forefront in public housing, 
Hamilton continued. It should 
lead in the future. Hamilton said 
future building should be more | 
equally balanced between private 
and public housing.

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‘Old Man’ of Air War 
‘Shooting for Family’

A FORTRESS STATION, England, Oct. 6—(INS)—Old 
Man Miller, they call him. He’s in his 40’s. He has a round, 


kindly, seamy face and he smokes a pipe. He’s a sergeant and 
says “Yes, Sir,” respectfully to pilots young enough to be 


his sons. 
Floyd O. Miller has a wite and 


an 8-year-old daughter back in 
Baton Rouge, La. He used to be 
a linotype operator on a little blat 


named the Jena (La.) Times, tap- 
ping out small local items and 
setting the feed store ads. Now 
he mans a blazing 50-caliber ma- 
chinegun from the open waist of a 
Fortress. If there is a more dan- 
gerous job in the war it is the 
job the German pursuit pilots 
have of attacking him. 

The man got very mad, in his 
slow and considered way, when 
we got into this war. He sat 
down with his pipe and figured 
that his job was to protect the 
wife and Mona Rose. He talked 
it over with Mrs. Miller and she 
thought, too, that the only thing 
for him to do was to go get into 
the war. ; 

Good Day’s Work. 

It wasn’t easy for Old Man 
Miller. He knew he was too old 
to get out and hustle with kids 
less than half his age, but he 
knew he could put in a good 
day’s work, nevertheless. 


So Miller went to the nearest 
office of the Navy Seabees and 
allowed as how he wanted to join 
up. He didn’t get much attention 
at first, because he looked too 
old, but eventually they gave him 
a physical test. And then told 
him they couldn’t take him. He 
had a split ear drum, they said. 

The slow fires in Old Man Mill- 
er were kindling. He got a let- 
ter from his wife, saying it was 
okay by her for him to get into 
uniform, and took it and himself 
to the Army. He was inducted, 
after being given a clean bill of 
medical health, at Camp Shelby, 
Miss., in November, 1942. The 
Army, knowing that he knew how 
to operate a Linotype machine, 
naturally sent him to an armorer’s 
school. 

That was Old Man Miller’s in-

troduction to the airplane. He 
had never ridden in one and never 
had any thought of riding in one. 
But being around them did some- 
thing to him. It made him want 
to go beyond the job of cleaning 
their guns. He wanted to shoct 
those guns, and shoot them from 
a plane. The heavy work at this 
time caused a hernia to develop 
on Old Man Miller. But he 
wouldn’t take the discharge. 

He volunteered for aerial gun- 
nery school and passed extrance 
exams well enough, But the 
Army made him sign a waiver 
relieving it of any insurance lia- 
bility in case he should sustain a 
disability because of his age. Old 
Man Miller signed and went to 
school. He finished first in a 
class of 89 youngsters. 

Old Man Miller was shipped 
over here a few months ago, and 
put in a replacement pool. That 
means he isn’t a member of a 
regular crew. He fills in where 
other waist gunners have been 
wounded or killed. 

Old Man Miller doesn’t talk 
much. We asked him what his 
wife and Mona Rose though about 
the work he had chosen, “They 
feel all right about it,” he said. 
“And I feel that I’m doing my job 
for them,” ‘ 

He fumbled through his cover- 
alls and brought out a letter from 
his wife, who is working as a 
bookkeeper in the cafeteria of Lou- 
isiana State University. And he 
read part of a sentence. It read 
“Stay in there and keep at it.” 

He still is sore about the state 
of the world. He is a man who 
minds his own business, but he has 
quietly pestered the lives out of 
his superior officers to assign him 
to Fortresses going on missions. 

A Fort, as you know, goes out 
in broad daylight, and against this 
queen of American bombers the 
Germans array the full, brutal 
strength of a spirited fighter force 
and ground defense. The Focke 
Wulfs and Messerschmitts streak 
at the Forts at almost incredible 
speeds. They wing over so that 
their guns spray the whole area 
through which the big ships fly. 

It takes a real man to man a 
waist gun in a Fort. There is no 
shield to stop the enemies’ ma-

chinegun* bullets; no place save 
the floor to rest—if rest is availa- 
ble.

Penicillin Saving Lives 


Of Soldiers at Front 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
ALGIERS, Oct. 6.—(4)—Penicillin 
is being used with great success 
in treating severe wound infec- 
tions in this theater of war, the 
surgeon’s office disclosed today. 

Though arriving in too small 
quantities for general use, the new 
drug is being sent to forward 
areas where it is reserved for spe- 
cially selected patients. It has 
proven highly effective in coping 
with the Army surgeon’s night- 
mare—gangrene. 

The first American soldier here 
to receive the benefits of penicillin 
was a private who walked into a 
land mine in Sicily. His foot was 
amputated and for a time he seem- 
ed to be recovering. But infection 
set in. Other germ-killing agents 
were used without success and am- 
putation of part of the leg was 
necessary. Then penicillin was 
used and recovery began almost 
immediately and the patient today 
is alive.

And, of 
course, they have team speed. That’s important. 


When Raymond Sanders, of Bonne Terre. Mo., 
Power Plus unloaded ‘eit a two-run homer in the fourth, 
putting the Cardinals four runs in front, there was a general search- 
ing by visitors to find out something about him. And they learned 
that he was picked as the successor of Johnny Mize, of Demorest, 
and proved his worth as a journeyman first baseman. 

He has. been no slugger, but he slugged one today when the 
chips were down. Homers really had the Cards out in front of the 
Bronx Bombers. The Cards were supposed to be the best-running 
club in baseball, not the Missouri Power Company representatives. 

Whomever wrote the lines under Sanders’ picture in the 
series program must have been gazing into a crystal ball. 

Speaking briefly of Sanders as a softball star before 
tackling the hard ball game, it was observed: “He's one of 
those little publicized regulars who could upset the dope in 
the World Series.” And how. 

Slugger Marion shares honors with him. Marion missed only by 
a couple of feet hitting another homer in the corner of the right- 
field stands, near the foul line. It was a close catch for Metheney. 

That would have been something for the fans if it had been 
tapped just a little harder. ;

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Federal Sales Tax 

With the Treasury Department’s tax recom- 
mendations calling for income taxes of about 
40 per cent and excise taxes on a few selected 
‘Juxuries” apparently a corpse in the house 
committee room, a federal sales tax again has 
been proposed. 

While The Constitution has opposed a sales 
tax in the past, and does not believe a sales 
tax to be a proper tax in ordinary times, it 
now seems an indisputable fact that a federal 
sales tax would be the proper means to raise 
the desired revenue. 

The American. wage earners cannot well 
stand another withholding tax or additional 
“victory taxes.” There are millions whose 
salaries have not gone up along with those in 
the war plants because their businesses were 
not enjoying war contracts and profits. 

Objection to a sales tax in the past was 
based largely on the fact that it hit hardest 
at the lowest incomes. These incomes were, 
at the time, to be found among persons of the 
semi-skilled or unskilled groups. These are 
the groups which have had large increases 
through work in war plants and construction 
jobs. 

A federal sales tax, for the duration of the 
tax emergency brought qn by the war, now 
seems the most practical and sensible plan. 

Under the Treasury plan $7,000,000,000 would 


come from individuals in new taxes and 


$1,100,000,000 from corporations and more than ’ 


$2,000,000,000 from excise taxes on liquor, soft 
drinks and a few other selected items. 

The House Ways and Means committee 
promptly expressed opposition. Taking $7,000,- 
000,000 from individuals seemed out of pro- 
_ portion. 

A federal sales tax seems practical and de- 
sirable as the least painful and, at the same 
time, the most effective method of raising a 
- substantial sum as is required for the conduct 
of the war. Its effect on inflation may be 
slight, as its opponents claim, but its effect 
would be no slighter than the other proposal, 
now dead.

Wise Ruling 


In observing a rule that no parole will be 
granted a prisoner suffering from a com- 
municable disease, the State Pardon and Parole 
‘Board has made a move which should con- 
tribute much to the campaign to stamp out 
venereal disease in Georgia. 

The board carries its plans further by 
insisting that even though the disease may 
be in a non-communicable stage, that is, with 
further treatment advisable, parole is granted 
only on condition that such treatment be con- 
tinued through local health officers in the 
prisoner’s home community. This, too, is a 
wise step. 

In the case of syphilis, it is a known fact 
that this disease not only wrecks the physical 
body, but tends likewise to break down the 
moral fiber of the victim.

Plant Arkwright 


With government officials and prominent 
citizens of Georgia looking on, the Georgia 
Power Company yesterday brought into full 
production its new Plant Arkwright on the 
Ocmulgee river a few miles from Macon. 

The plant will produce, with its three 40,000- 
kilowatt units, more electricity than was re- 
quired by the entire metropolitan area of 
Atlanta in 1929. Some idea of its capacity 
may be gained from the statement that it 
produces more electricity than is required by 
the combined uses of Macon, Columbus, Rome, 
Augusta and Athens. 

This addition to the power supply of the 
state argues well for the future expansion of 
the state in the industria’ development of the 
postwar era. Today more than fifty per cent of 
the company’s power is going into war plants 
and Army camps. There will be an adequate 
supply of electricity for any postwar develop- 
ment which the state may experience. The 
Georgia Power Company has served the state 
well and this new plant is but another indica- 
tion of its progress and vision. 

Preston Arkwright, president of the com- 
pany, has been of such long service to the 
state and community that thousands will 
rejoice in the fact that his name was given 
to this the newest of the company’s plants. He 
is one of Atlanta’s and Georgia's outstanding 
citizens, and it is fitting that a power plant 
should bear his name.

War Shifts and Production 

The Japanese destroyers are reported to 
have turned away, avoiding battle. with our 
fleet in the Pacific. 

President Roosevelt reveals that there are 


definite signs of Japanese weakness in the 


entire Solomons-New Guinea area. 

In Honolulu, our admirals meet with plans 
for a new offensive believed to be their pro- 
gram. 

In Italy, the Germans are on the defensive. 

In Russia, while the “Bear That Walks Like 
a Man” is slowed down, temporarily at least, 
the Germans nevertheless are on the defensive. 

The American people should be prepared 
for some shifts which, when they come, will 
seem wrong and which will seem to indicate 
blunders. 

This will not be so. 

When the shift comes from defense to full 
offense, as it must come, there will be Ssev- 
eral dislocations in production and temporary 
periods of unemployment. There will be some 
of the new war communities where there may 
be economic pressures. 

Production will change; whole plants will 
be closed for relatively brief periods as the 
change is made. We will demand a shift from 
“more ships,” which has been the nation’s 
No. 1 priority, to “more bombers.” There will 
be an increase in ammunition and shell pro- 
duction—an increase in the essential weapons 
of offense. 

The gross of production will not change. 

The character and place of it will change.

More Milk in Georgia 


The nation has been warned of a possibile 


milk, butter and cheese shortage, resulting, 


it is reported, from failure of large commercial 
dairies to increase their output to .meet 
demands of wartime needs. This failure, it is 
related, stems from inability to secure adequate 
feed (which the large dairies must buy) to 
increase herds as they have been in past years, 
and lack of competent help to man the plants. 
Yet these large commercial plants supply only 
forty per cent of the fluid milk of the nation, 
the remaining sixty per cent being produced 
by small dairies having from ten cows down 
to the single family animal. 

In this emergency farmers throughout the 
country, and particularly in Georgia, are being 
urged to engage in the dairying business on a 
small scale. 


The production of milk with small herds is 
riot a new idea, and it is one that can now be 


pushed in Georgia with certain prospect of 
adequate returns for the effort. Virginia dairy- 
men collected $28,339,000 for their milk products 
in 1942, as compared with Georgia’s return of 
$14,339,000. Georgia can equal Virginia in milk 
production, and, with her superior natural ad- 
vantages, far surpass her if the farmers of the 
state will engage in the small dairy business.

WASHINGTON PARADE

CHURCHILL CRITICIZED WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Prime 


Minister Churchill has been 
mildly criticized by some segments of the American press for allow- 
ing an accumulation of several sensational pieces of world news 
to be revealed in his recent address to the house of commons. 

The complaint is made that British censor- 
ship and the red tape of suppression prevented 
the newspapers from getting the stories earlier 
in-the normal way. Mr. Churchill is accused 
of deliberately holding the stories back to en- 
rich his speech. 

It is true that there were a half dozen or 
more major “scoops” in the Prime Minister’s 
address, any one of which was worth a front- 
page story. It is also true that there was no 
apparent reason why the stories could not have 
been released to the public earlier. 

But what the critics fail to understand is a 
fundamental phase of British policy - which 
seemingly has been in operation for a long 
period of time. They have a different way of 

doing things over there than we have, and this is one of them. 


CENTURY-OLD PRACTICE For years—indeed, for more 
t 


han a century—it seems to 
have been the practice of the British government to reserve all 
major news announcements for delivery on the floor of the house 
of commons. Commons has come to-be jealous of its prerogatives 
in this respect, due largely to the fact that membership in com- 
mons is prerequisite to a place in the British cabinet. 

When important matters of state are to be announced, com- 
mons demands the right to hear them first. 

We would probably have the same system here but for the 
clearer line of demarcation between the legislative and the execu- 
tive branches of the government. If the President and his cabinet 
were also members of congress, and as such attended daily sessions 
of the two houses, like demands would probably be made on the 
method of disseminating important news. 

Mr. Churchill was, therefore, following the accepted British prac- 
tice in using the hquse of commons as a setting for his interesting 
revelations. 

In like manner the sinking of the German super-battleship Bis- 
marck was announced from the floor of commons. It could have 
been more properly put out by the admiralty but for this long- 
standing practice @f using commons as a sounding board. It is 
more dramatic for the Prime Minister to make his announcements 
from this governmental stage setting. 

Since the British people themselves seem to prefer it this way, 
it is a little bit on the carping side for American critics to con- 
demn the procedure, _ 


EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH The British practice in the an- 


nouncement of momentous news 
can be traced back for more than a hundred years. An incident 
happened during the regime of William Pitt the younger, at the 
time of the Napoleonic wars, that illustrates the point. 

Pitt, then Prime Minister, received a dispatch one morning from 
Lord Nelson telling of a great naval victory the British had won 
over the French fleet in the Mediterranean. There was no tele- 
graph in- those days, so the Prime Minister’s information on the 
outcome of the battle was exclusive. 

He tucked Nelson’s dispatch into his pocket and kept it there 
until the house of commons met that night. At a crucial moment 
in the debates, when the government was being criticized for put- 
ting an unknown vice-admiral in charge of an important naval 
mission, Pitt produced the Nelson message. The glorious news 
overwhelmed his critics. 

Ever since then something of the same policy has seemed to 
prevail. The Prime Minister and his cabinet reserve important 
government news for prior presentation to commons, 

If there is any room for criticism on the score of the Prime 
Minister’s recent speech it attaches more to our own officials than 
the British government. Certainly, War and Navy Department 
heads in Washington had the same information which Mr. Church- 
ill gave out in his address. There was nothing to prevent them 
from giving it out earlier, if they had wanted to. 

Some of our Army and Navy officials do appear to be too 
cautious at times in giving out the news concerning important war 
developments. They have a tendency to lean over backwards on 
the os of conservatism. Too often news seems to be held up 
too long. 


CAUTION JUSTIFIED But it is better to err on the side of 

caution than to reveal too much. 
Usually the Army and Navy have been found to be fully justified 
in their reasons for withholding the news. 

At the time of Pearl Harbor, there was a great hue and cry on 
the part of short-sighted segments of the press because the full ex- 
tent of the disaster was not immediately made known to the Ameri- 
can people. How foolhardy that would have been we now know 
only too well. To have revealed the true scope of our naval losses 


‘| foreign labels, 


would have been an invitation for the Japs to strike even heavier 
blows—blows that might have taken us years to overcome. 

It is not unlikely that those who are now criticizing Mr. Church- 
ill are the same ones who were shouting so loudly about the failure 
of the government to reveal the full facts about Pearl Harbor. 

If the British Prime Minister seems to have a faculty, as he 
does, for crowding into his speeches a number of fresh items of 
world interest, it may be attributed to his earlier training as a news- 


paper crrespondent. 


He knows the dramatic quality of news the 


world over, and has learned the art of giving his speeches a fresh- 
ness by weaving into them new and heretofore unpublished facts. 


That is one of his greatest charms.

ONE WORD MORE

Again I wanted to ask some questions about war 
SAVANNAB Aabor in Georgia and so they told me in Sayan- 
nah to see W. L. Ferrell. 
I found him: in the Arcade building in the office of the elec 
trical workers’ office. He had been a popular president of the 
Savannah Trades and Labor Assembly and had 
recently resigned. He still is the nominal head, 
although officially president only of the local. 
I judged him to be able and shrewd. I found 
him the frankest man I have ever encountered 
in his position. He can afford to be. The 
American Federation crafts are stronger in Sa- 
vannah than anywhere else in Georgia. They 
say that when an AFL organizer dies, his soul 
refuses to enter into Heaven but hangs around 
with other organizing octoplasm in Savannah. 
The questions I wanted to ask were these: 
1—What is the political attitude of the war 
workers? Not the regulars, but those who have 
come into it during the war and who are not 
truly representative of labor’s normal mem- 
bership. 
2—How do they feel about a fourth term? 
3—What, if anything, will hold down the 
vote and how will it go? 
These were the three general questions. What follows is the 
discussion of these questions with a few sidelights developing from 


them. Mr, Ferrell talking as we open. i 
“I'd say the average workman in war

plants isn’t interested in politics, doesn’t 
know much about politics, and doesn’t care how it (the 1944 elec- 
tion) goes, 

“That will cover, in my estimation, about one-third of all those 
working in the war plants of this state and others. I mean, of 
course, the so-called floating group, and -not the stable, year-to 
year-members of organized labor.” 

“You don’t think they are stable. 
when the war is done?” 

“Well,” he said, “if it were not for fear of the draft I'd say that 
half of this floating group in all war plants would go on home 
right now. At least half of them are afraid fo risk being at home. 

“I’ve seen them do queer things. They quit to go home and 
pick a little cotton or get in a little crop. Mostly they just go 
home to visit. 

“Many of them have no idea of this work as anything but war 
work which pays well. They will come in to us and ask if they 
can’t get just a permit. They aren’t interested in the union as a 
means to making a life work out of their jobs. They look on it as 
temporary. 

“We do get some real craftsmen out of the lot. Very often we 
will find some farmer or handy man who has done odd jobs who 
has a very real ability at some trade, say heavy blacksmithing or 
some other fabrication work. He will come to us and say, ‘I’ve 
found what I always wanted to do.’ He will continue as a skilled 
craftsman.” 

“How will labor vote?” 

“Well, let’s be honest. I imagine about a third, or less, of the 
floaters will be able to vote. It might be much less than a third. 

“If Mr. Roosevelt is nominated he will get nine-tenths of that 
vote. He will get organized labor, too. We may get mad now and 
then, but we aren’t fools. We know that labor got its best break, 
its right to organize and bargain, guaranteed by this administra- 
— ty like its general position on giving more people more of 
a break. 

“I don’t think anyone is excited about the fourth term. The 
‘third’ was supposed to make the world come to an end, but it goes 
along pretty well and we are doing the best war job in history. 

“About the only thing a lot of us don’t like is Mrs. Roosevelt. 
If he (Mr. Roosevelt) would keep Eleanor at home and keep her 


quiet, a lot of people would like it better.” 
THE POLL TAX Electrical workers’ president Ferrell sure 
prised me with his next answer. 

“What will hold down the vote?” 

“Well, many of these newcomers to war plants are not regis 
— and also will be away from home. Then, too, there is the 
poll tax.” 

“How do you feel about the poll tax?” 

“I think it ought to be abolished, if it could be done without 
upsetting the strength of the Democratic party. It holds down the 
vote. 

“You take a lot of our regular members. They aren’t regis- 
tered. We carry on a campaign to get them to register, but many 
of them would have to pay $15 to get in good standing, and it’s 
a = eyeteeth to get them to get registered and eligible 
o vote.” 

That was that. I asked him about the CIO in Savannah. 

“I don’t believe they are in here,” he said, very innocently. I 
say “innocently” because it was under his leadership that the 
Savannah and Brunswick AFL crafts held their lines and balked 
every effort of CIO to obtain a foothold in that defense area. It 
is all AFL. 

It has made the crafts well off, too. In Savannah alone the 
crafts have purchased more than $500,000 in war bonds and have 
substantial bank accounts. The carpenters’ union, broke and weak 
five years ago, living off the charity of the state organization, re- 
cently has bought $100,000 in bonds. The floaters have helped out 
with dues, and even if they don’t stay I imagine “the boys” will 
remember them fondly.

In one of these pieces, printed a week or so ago, I expressed 
the opinion that peace would not take us back to the old carefree 
on of easy abundance, and for that I was called a pessimist, with- 
out faith in America or our people. 

As a matter of fact, I am by nature and lifelong habit an 
optimist. Belief in the decency of mankind has made me an easy 
victim for rogues and frauds, and the habit of expecting everything 
to turn out well has brought me a lot.of woe that a little prudence 
and caution and doubt would have prevented. 

Facing unpleasant facts is not pessimism, any more than self- 
imposed blindness is optimism. And nothing is gained by hoping 
for peaches on a cottonwood tree except the fun of kidding yourself. 

Americagwas built and made great by dreamers, but their dreams 
were practical, They had vision, but were not visionaries. And 
those who got results were “pessimists” in the sense that they faced 
reality. They carried guns, and they built cyclone cellars where 
they were needed. 

When peace comes, fifty million workers and some ten million 
now " uniform will be jobless. Factories will close until they can 
retool, 

The national and state governments will of necessity cushion 
the shock of that, but we can’t prosper until the world gets back to 
normal. It can’t get back to normal until every nation has a stable 
government, and in many lands the people will have to choose be- 
tween bitterly antagonistic political groups. That won't be done 
quickly or quietly, 

We'll have the greatest debt in history. To repudiate it would 
break every financial institution in the country and ruin all of us. 
To carry it will require twelve billion a year for interest. 

Things will work out all right, for we’ll make them work. But 
we shall not enter an immediate era of carefree, easy living. We'll 
face a period of world building and nation building that will require 
a high sense of duty and responsibility, true patriotism, and the 
wisest and most courageous statesmen we have ever possessed. 
We'll avoid much disappointment if we face the truth like grown-ups.

School Bell Is Blamed 


For Labor’s Fall-Off 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—(#)— 
Students returning to school re- 
sulted in a 1,600,000 decline in the 
nation’s labor force between Au- 
gust and September, the census 
bureau reported today, adding 
that unemployment during the 
same period fell to the lowest lev- 
els on record. 

The statistics were based on re- 
ports compiled for the week of 
September 5-11. 

Only 800,000 persons were list- 
ed by the bureau as jobless, a 
200,000 decline from the corre- 
sponding week in August and aé 
ane of 900,000 from September, 

Total employment was placed at 
52,500,000, a 1,400,000 decrease 
from the previous month but a 
gain of 100,000 from a year ago. 

The bureau said the August to 
September drop in the labor force 
was 500,000 smaller than in the 
same period last year.

Editor, Constitution: Gladstone 
Williams is looming large on the 
newspaper horizon as a fearless 
and forthright reporter of news 
events.

While free seech is the pre- 
rogative of the American people, 
it carries no immunity from the 
consequences of “any hair-brain- 
ed theorist to express himself on 
the radio or in the public prints 
without restraint on any matter 
touching delicate questions of for- 
eign policy.” While public opin- 
ion is important, in many in- 
stances it does not reflect the at- 
titude of our government, though 
in foreign countries it is often con- 
strued as such, 

Another pertinent fact which 
Mr. Williams recounts is our be- 
lated recognition of the Soviet 
Union in a diplomatic entente. 
Even the struggling and backward 
Chinese Republic established dip- 


? 
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lomatic relations with the U. S.| 
S. R. in 1921. While the United | 
States over a period of sixteen | 
years repeatedly rebuffed Russia’s | 


efforts to negotiate with the’ 
United States. Smart, sly, shrewd 
Maxim Litvinoff finally signed for 
the Soviets in November, 1933. 

A major point not presented by 
the columnist is that co-operation 
between governments is a mutual 
thing. The case of Great Britain 
and the United States is an ex- 
ample of mutual trust, confidence 
and co-operation. Russia is fight- 
ing for survival against a common 
enemy and there must be some 
answer to our lack of complete 
understanding with her official 
representatives. 

Prior to 1917 our relations were 
amicable with old Imperial Rus- 
sia, though most people lose sight 


of the fact that the Czarist regime 


was the very antithesis of our 
democratic form of government 
and religious freedom. 

Russia has every reason to be 
aggrieved and suspicious of the 
United States and Great Britain, 
particularly the latter. For Great 


Britain was largely responsible for 
excluding Russia from every dis- 
cussion between major European 
nations. 

If one is honest enough to re- 
view the record over a period of 
twenty-five years, the Russian at- 
titude is not the enigma that ap- 
pears on the surface. 

“The Washington Parade” is to 
be commended for its analysis of 
many contemporary events whicb 
are destined to have considerable 
bearing on postwar problems.

campaign of liberation from the 
rocky Adriatic coast to the green 


‘banks of the Danube against a 


crushingly superior concentration 
of German armored forces. 
Since the collapse of Italy the 
\| Yugoslav Partisan army has grown 
by tens of thousands. 
By sheer daring, Partisan com. 
manders have won notable tempo- 
rary victories and have withstood 
heavy reverses. 
As the Germans well know, the 
Partisans are fighting today with- 
out a single tank or plane. Rifle 
and machinegun companies are 
led by veterans who for 29 months 
have excelled in what they call 
“war in the woods.” 
The commander in chief of the 
far-flung Partisan army is a re- 
vered figure, Josip Broz, who is 
known as Drug Tito (pronounced 
Droog Teeto. Drug in Serbo-Croat 
means “comrade.” Tito is an un- 
common name among the southern 
Slavs, although frequently encoun- 
tered in Italy.)

The army endeavors to fight as 
any army while the Partisan de- 
tachments operate where there is 
no real front. But every soldier 
of the Voiska proudly refers to 
himself as a Partisan. 


The Partisans put red stars on 
their uniforms and paint the red 
hammer and sickle insignia on the 
walls of their headquarters. They 
exchange clenched fists in salute. 
Some belong to the Yugoslav Com- 
munist party, but not all of the 
Partisans are fervent Communists. 
The Communists and non-Com- 
munists are united by a common 
aim—resistance to Germany and 
the restoration of Yugoslav free- 
dom. 

Priests Clench Fists. 

Today I saw blackrobed Catho- 
lic priests raise clenched right 
fists to the side of their heads in 
greeting Partisan officers. I heard 
prosperous town _ businessmen 
vouch for the-sincerity of the pur- 
pose of the Partisan forces and 
pledge their own co-operation. 

I listened as a Partisan brigade 
commander declared “there are no 
barriers of religion or politics. We 
embrace all patriots who love and 
fight for Yugoslavia.” 

The red-starred Partisan army 
looks not to the Red Army of 
Soviet Russia for immediate sup- 
port. It looks to American and 
British forces which breached the 
southern defenses of Hitler’s Eu- 
rope. 

“Long live the American nation, 
long live the British nation,”

shouted Partisan tommy-gunners 
around headquarters at their first 
glimpse of my khaki uniform. 

Their commander summed up 
the situation in clear-cut phrase- 
ology: 

Call Us Their Allies. 

“We wait for help from our 
American and British Allies. It 
can not come too soon. We are 
fighting hard, as we've always 
fought, while we wait for this 
help and the sooner it arrives the 
sooner will there be complete vic- 
tory in Yugoslavia.” 

Enmeshed in the Battle of Italy, 
the Allied command has not yet 
been able to send an expedition- 
ary force across the Adriatic to 
occupy strategic points at the foot 
of the naked, gray heights of the 
Dinariec Alps. 

Today not one major city or 
harbor on the Dalmatian coast re- 
mains in Partisan.control although 
in mid-September the Red Star 
flag floated over two of the great- 
est—Fiume and Split. 

But the Partisans are not down- 
hearted. ““‘We may lose a town but 
we never lose the country around 
it,” they say. 

Nor are they downhearted at 
fighting German tanks without a 
single modern antitank gun in 
their arsenal or being bombed by 
German dive-bombers without a 
single antiaircraft gun to answer 
back. 

They have seized most of the 
equipment of five Italian divisions 
that were caught in Yugoslavia 
by Premier Peitro Badoglio’s ar- 
mistice, but it is poor stuff. 

The Partisans until now have 
relied for success on their own 
guerrilla skill and the passive 
support of a majority of their ci- 
vilian population. in the areas 
where they are active. 

Their movement now, however, 
is assuming such proportions that 
it is military big business. There 
are more new soldiers than rifles 
—even counting the long-barreled 
old squirrel shooters of Balkan 
war vintage, and-there is a job to 
finish that only planes and armor- 
ed vehicles can do. 

Some Italian troops, including 
specialists such as engineers and 
gunners, joined the Partisan ranks. 
Hundreds of central European 
Jews suddenly released from Axis 
concentration camps in Dalmatia 
voluntarily enlisted in the Partisan 
army. 

It is a people’s army and pre- 
sumably susceptible to most of 
the mistakes that newly expand- 
ed militia and ex-civilians usually 
make. But its spirit is amazing 
and exhilarating. 

It knows how to shoot straight.

Tells of Drive 
On Wage Law 


BOSTON, Oct. 6.—(#)—L. Met- 
calfe Walling, wage and hour ad- 
ministrator, told the American 
Federation of Labor convention to- 
day a trend in state legislation is 
operating to defeat the fair labor 
standards act in practice. 

Instead of making a frontal at- 
tack on the act, its foes have in- 
troduced bills which would short- 
en the period during which a 
worker may collect the wages of 
which he has been’ defrauded. 
Walling said such legislation 
passed in four states, Alabama pro- 
viding that a worker cannot col- 
lect after one year on wages il- 
legally withheld, and Oregon drop- 
ping the period to six-months. The 
statute of limitations under any 
other contract runs six or seven 
years in most states, Walling said. 

“You can see,’ ‘he added, “how 
it would cut down on the $17,000,- 
000 in restitution we found due 
this year. Already in the states 
where it has been put through, it 
is operating to mulct workers of 
their legally earned wages and to 
give an unfair competitive advan- 
tage to those employers who want 
to sail close to the wind and take 
a chance on not getting caught 
before the time has passed when 
they can be forced to pay. 

Walling said that despite the 
higher wages paid generally, many 
instances of failure to pay mini- 
mum wages are found. Of the 
cases in which the $17,000,000 in 
restitution was agretd to or or- 
dered paid in the last fiscal year, 
more than a third involved fail- 
ure to pay minimum wages of 30 
to 40 cents. 

Joseph A. Padway, AFL coun- 
sel, told the delegates that “the 
greatest calamity that has befall- 
en us” was the passage of legisla- 
tion regulating unions in. a dozen 
states in the past year or two and 
similar bills offered elsewhere. 

“T say to you,” declared Pad- 
way, “that unless we are able to 
thwart the passage of these bills 
or kill them in the courts, Fascism 
has come to the United States.” 

Earlier in the day, Monsignor 
Francis J. Haas, chairman of the 
President’s fair employment prac- 
tices committee, made a plea for 
the admission of Negroes and oth- 
er minority groups to unions on 
an equal footing with all other 
members. He cautioned that if 
these minority groups find organ- 
ized management and organized 
labor against them “they will in 
some form revolt.” The speaker 
said the AFL should not want it 
otherwise because the AFL itself 
was born of a spirt of revolt 
against those who would restrict 
inalienable rights.

The Atlantan spoke to his asso- 
clates for the first time since his 
return’ from the trip with the 
World War I ace who was his pa- 
tient here after he nevived an air- 
liner crash.

Swinging-Gate 


Seen Keepi

The Allied swinging-gate attack 
in Italy gained another important 
stride toward Rome when the 
Fifth Army crossed the Volturno, 
north of Naples. There is no 
obviously strong natural defense 
position below the Rome-Chieti 
highway for a new Nazi delaying 
stand, and Eighth Army pressure 
up the Adriatic coast is already 
threatening the Chieti anchor of 
that line. 

The Allied crossing of the Vol- 
turno means deployment into the 
plains of the Volturno along the 
coast and access to the two main 
highways to Rome from Naples. 
They fork just beyond the main 
Volturno road crossing at Capua. 
The west branch, the ancient Via 
Appia of classical times modern- 
ized for modern motor traffic, 
runs up the coastal flank of 
Mount Lepini through the once 
dreaded Pontine marshes. The 
east fork passes inshore of the 
Lepini hump up the valley of the 
Sacco. These two roads and the 
chief trans-peninsular highway 
toward which the Eighth Army is 
surging, are the main road <on- 
nections south and east from 
Rome and necessarily must large- 
ly groove the Allied attack. 

Quick Leapfrog Move. 

It seems obvious, that it was 
the fast-paced Eighth Army leap- 
frog advance on the _ Adriatic 
flank of the Allied line 


turno as the seizure of Foggia had 
previously forced the enemy evac- 
uation of Naples. That is the 
genius of the Allied battle plan in 
Italy as it has yet unfolded. With 
the Fifth Army at the hinge, the 
Eighth Army is the swinging gate 
that constantly threatens to trap 
a considerable enemy force un- 
less the Nazis keep retreating. 
The report of heavy Nazi-Brit- 
ish fighting along the Biferno riv- 
er fails to indicate definitely the 
scene of this action. It seems like- 
ly, however, that it is along the 
upper river. If so, it indicates that 
the Eighth Army has made a sharp 
advance along its center and left 
flank as well as along the coast. 
That implies that an Eighth 
Army swing directly toward Rome

Tremendous mountain peaks flank 
all the roads along which their ad- 
vance must go, and offer oppor- 
tunity for Nazi delaying actions 
even though there is no good river- 
protected line south of the Rome- 
Chieti highway. 

No more than half a dozen of 
the score or so of Nazi divisions 
believed to be in Italy have yet 
been reported engaged in the 
mainland fighting. Just how many 
divisions compose the Fifth and 
Eighth; Armies is not revealed. It 
cannot be doubted, however, that 
the battle for Italy proper has no 
more than begun, successful as
